No  choice 


The  news  that  proprietary  medicines  may  come  within 
the  Government's  selective  price  restraint  scheme 
(p124)  highlights  the  inequities  of  the  operation  in  a 
particularly  absurd  way.  "Restraint''  on  prices  of  certain 
commodities  within  a  product  category — analgesics, 
indigestion  and  cough  and  cold  remedies  have  been 
suggested  for  medicines — means  that  other  prices  have 
to  bear  an  extra  burden  when  costs  rise.  As  an 
Opposition  spokesman  argued,  it  might  equally  have 
been  called  "a  selective  price  increase  scheme." 

But  whereas  it  may  be  reasonable  for  the  consumer 
to  choose  between  paying  more  for  tinned  salmon  and 
less  for  baked  beans,  or  more  for  a  lipstick  and  less 
for  a  hand  cream,  we  have  yet  to  hear  of  the  sufferer 
in  a  position  to  chose  between  having  indigestion  and 
having  haemorrhoids! 


Subsidy 


The  West  Midlands  County  Council  Bill  appears  to  be 
in  for  a  rough  passage  in  the  Commons,  judging  by 
the  debate  on  municipal  trading  and  direct  labour  this 
week  (p126).  And  justifiably  so.  Among  the  powers  it 
would  confer  on  the  local  councils  involved  is  the  right 
to  run  pharmacies,  including  the  sale  of  pharmaceuticals 
and  cosmetics. 

A  supporter,  the  Member  for  Coventry  North-east, 
said  this  would  be  to  fill  the  gaps  where  private 
enterprise  or  the  Co-op  were  unable  or  unwilling  to 
provide  the  facilities,  adding  there  were  many  housing 
estates  without  a  chemist's  shop  and  people  had  to 
travel  long  distances  to  get  to  one.  But  in  South 
London,  with  full  (and  for  some,  free)  travel  services 
available,  half-a-mile  has  been  deemed  too  much.  What 
would  be  the  criteria  in  the  West  Midlands? 

Under  private  enterprise,  pharmacies  will  generally 
open  wherever  they  are  viable — they  would  be  no  more 
viable  if  council-run.  Some  form  of  subsidy  becomes 
inevitable,  the  more  so  because  'competitive"  pricing 
on  non-medicinals  might  lead  to  difficult  questions  on 
how  the  subsidy  was  being  used. 

But  a  subsidy  is  public  money,  whether  it  be  from 
rates  or  taxes.  Why,  then,  cannot  the  money  be  made 
available  through  existing  NHS  channels  to  support 
"private  enterprise"  pharmacies  in  areas  lacking  a 
service?  If  local  authorities  could  add  to  the  money 
available  for  the  proposed  small  pharmacies  scheme, 
distribution  of  the  service  might  be  that  much  better.

OTC  medicines  to  be 
in  prices  scheme? 


Over-the-counter  medicines  are  likely  to 
be  among  the  items  in  the  voluntary  price 
restraint  scheme  due  to  start  next  month. 

The  Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain  revealed  to  C&D  on  Tuesday  that 
they  had  put  forward  a  number  of  pro- 
ducts for  the  scheme,  including  analgesics, 
indigestion  remedies  and  cough  and  cold 
preparations.  A  spokesman  for  the  Asso- 
ciation said  that  the  products — chosen  by 
individual  companies — were  a  "fair  selec- 
tion" of  the  products  in  those  categories. 
There  is  speculation  that  other  candidates 
are  household  and  toilet  soap,  shaving 
soap,  toothpaste,  lipstick,  amateur  films 
and  cameras  costing  less  than  £15. 

Mrs  Shirley  Williams,  Secretary  of  State, 
Department  of  Prices  and  Consumer  Pro- 
tection, announced  details  of  the  scheme 
in  the  Commons  on  Tuesday.  Under  it, 
price  rises  on  a  list  of  essential  household 
items  are  to  be  limited  to  5  per  cent  in  the 
coming  months,  starting  for  manufacturers 
on  February  1  and  for  retailers  on  Feb- 
ruary 16.  Mrs  Shirley  Williams  added  that 
the  final  list  of  items  involved  would  cover 
about  15  to  20  per  cent  of  consumer 
expenditure.  The  list  is  to  be  circulated 
before  the  start  of  the  retailers'  part  of 
the  scheme  on  February  16. 

Base  price  list  to  be  kept 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Mrs 
Shirley  Oppenheim,  Opposition  spokesman 
for  consumer  affairs,  who  described  the 
scheme  as  a  "cosmetic  compromise",  Mrs 
Williams  said  specialist  shops  would  be 
brought  into  the  scheme  to  a  maximum  of 
60  per  cent  of  turnover.  She  added  that 
the  Retail  Consortium  had  agreed  to 
recommend  retailers  to  keep  a  list  of  base 
prices  immediately  before  the  scheme 
begins  so  that  inquirers  would  be  able  to 
know  whether  there  have  been  price 
changes.  The  Government  is  to  mount  a 
publicity  campaign  to  explain  the  scheme 
to  consumers. 

The  scheme  was  finally  accepted  by  the 
Retail  Consortium  last  week,  after  having 
accepted  it  in  principle  (last  week,  p98). 
The  Confederation  of  British  Industry  have 
also  accepted  it.  However,  in  a  letter  to 
Mrs  Williams  confirming  acceptance,  the 
Consortium's  chairman,  Lord  Redmayne, 
states: 

"The  Consortium  would  wish  it  to  be  on 
record,  however,  that  this  decision  has 
been  taken  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  two  of 
the  three  pre-conditions  of  the  scheme 
have  not  been  met.  Costs  of  retailing  are 
still  rising  (not  least  in  respect  of  wages 
and  of  the  products  of  the  nationalised 
industries)  and  retail  margins  have  shown 
little  sign  of  lurn-round — indeed  they  are 
still  deteriorating. 

"Throughout  the  period  of  price  con- 
trol, successive  governments,  both  by  legis- 
lation   and    administrative    action,  have 


increasingly  interfered  with  the  retailer's 
right  to  conduct  his  business  efficiendy 
according  to  accepted  practice.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Consortium  serious  damage 
will  be  done  to  retailers  large  and  small  if 
there  is  not  a  rapid  reversal  of  this  trend, 
and  inevitably  the  consumer  will  suffer  a 
loss  of  service.  However,  this  present 
scheme  is  specifically  designed  to  aid  the 
fight  against  inflation.  For  that  reason  the 
Consortium  agrees  to  it,  and  will  pray  that 
it  may  have  a  positive  result." 

A  spokesman  for  the  Consortium  said 
on  Tuesday  that  there  were  still  problems 
over  the  list  of  items  involved  and 
interpretations  of  some  of  the  terms  used. 
The  Consortium  hoped  that  the  list  would 
be  available  by  the  end  of  the  week; 
manufacturers  had  promised  to  identify 
the  products  concerned  on  invoices  and 
delivery  notes  to  retailers. 

Inflation  slowing  down, 
says  Price  Commission 

There  is  now  ample  evidence  that  the  rate 
of  inflation  is  slowing  down,  and  the 
situation  offers  more  hope  than  it  has  for 
a  long  time,  according  to  the  Price  Com- 
mission's latest  quarterly  report  published 
last  week  (HM  Stationery  Office,  House  of 
Commons  Paper  92,  £1). 


However,  the  report,  which  covers  the 
period  September  1  to  November  30,  1975, 
notes  that  the  key  to  continued  improve- 
ment lies  in  close  observation  of  the  £6 
pay  limit.  To  date  no  pay  settlement 
coming  to  the  Commission's  attention  has 
breached  the  limit.  The  biggest  single 
contribution  to  price  increases  in  the  period 
was  the  increase  in  price  of  oil — nearly 
half  of  which  was  due  to  the  depreciation 
in  the  value  of  sterling.  The  Commission 
found  that  the  gross  profit  margins  of 
distributors  were  on  average  14  percentage 
points  below  reference  levels. 

Record-breaking  trade 
surplus  on  drugs 

Exports  of  pharmaceuticals  in  1975  totalled 
£373m — an  increase  of  24  per  cent  over 
the  previous  record-breaking  figures  of 
£301  6m  achieved  in  1974,  according  to 
provisional  figures  released  by  the  Asso- 
ciation of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry. 

With  the  level  of  imports  at  a  virtual 
standstill,  £97m  compared  with  £92m  in 
1974,  the  pharmaceutical  industry  provided 
a  balance  of  payments  surplus  of  £276m 
— a  32  per  cent  increase  over  the  1974 
surplus  (£209m.). 

Sales  to  other  countries  with  the  EEC 
went  up  from  £87  lm  to  £100  6m.  The 
most  dramatic  increase  was  recorded  in 
sales  to  Nigeria,  with  exports  up  from 
£14  lm  to  £25  6m. 

Significant  increases  were  again  achieved 
in  sales  to  the  United  States  (£16  8m.), 
West  Germany  (£17  9m)  and  Japan 
(£144m) — markets  in  which  the  British 
companies  face  particularly  strong  com- 
petition from  the  home-based  industries. 
□  British  exports  of  chemicals  in  1975 
exceeded  imports  by  £769m — an  increase 
of  37  per  cent  over  the  surplus  in  1974. 


Spectrophotometer  for  Brighton  Polytechnic

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ASTMS  seek 
open  debate 

with  NPU

ASTMS  does  not  want  to  take  over  the 
functions  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union — and  the  steering  committee  of 
the  general  practice  pharmacy  section  is 
challenging  NPU  leaders  to  an  "open 
debate"  to  clear  the  air. 

A  statement  by  ASTMS-GPP  section, 
issued  by  its  secretary,  Mr  Stanley  Blum, 
describes  as  "scurrilous"  last  week's 
attacks  on  its  motives  by  Mr  D.  Sharpe 
(NPU  chairman),  Mr  D.  Royce  (vice- 
chairman)  and  Mr  T.  P.  Astill  (deputy 
secretary).  The  attacks  are,  it  says,  highly 
indicative  that  the  prime  motivation  is 
their  fear  of  an  eventual  take-over  of  NPU. 

The  statement  goes  on:  "Let  us  immed- 
iately put  their  minds  at  rest.  ASTMS/ 
GPP  has  no  intention  of  taking  over  the 
NPU,  neither  now  nor  later.  We  have  no 
interest  in  the  wholesaling  and  other 
business  activities  of  this  enormous  trading 
organisation.  What  we  are  interested  in 
is  active  co-operation  with  the  NPU 
negotiators  and  other  interested  parties 
representing  pharmacy  to  stop  the  rot  in 
retail  pharmacy  by  increasing  the  viability 
of  the  NHS  pharmaceutical  service  which 
accounts  for  55-60  per  cent  of  turnover  for 
most  of  the  independents.  This  can  only 
be  achieved  by  complete  unity  and  co- 
operation between  all  practitioners  in 
general  practice  of  pharmacy.  We  welcome 
talks  with  all  interested  parties  in  phar- 
macy, including  the  NPU. 

"As  regards  those  officials  who  have 
challenged  the  integrity  and  motives  of 
ASTMS/ GPP  we  accept  the  challenge  by 
publicly  and  formally  inviting  them  to  join 
us  in  an  open  debate  at  a  date,  time  and 
place  convenient  to  them  and  at  either 
regional  or  national  level." 

Take-over  of  community 
pharmacy  would  cost  £13  8  m 

It  would  cost  the  Government  some  £138m 
to  take  over  the  general  practice  pharma- 
ceutical sector,  Mr  A.  G.  Mervyn  Madge, 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council,  told  the  Society's  Lanarkshire 
Branch  last  week. 

"When  we  consider  the  hand-outs  to 
Leyland,  Chrysler,  ship  building,  Rolls 
Royce,  Burmah  Oil,  etc,  this  is  not  too 
fantastic  a  sum,"  he  said.  The  figure  was 
calculated  by  Mr  H.  W.  Tomski,  founder, 
Institute  of  Pharmacy  Management  Inter- 
national, as  follows:  If  the  average  turn- 
over per  pharmacy  is  £98,000  (counter 
£60,800,  NHS  £37,200),  the  national  phar- 
macy turnover  for  11,000  pharmacies 
would  be  about  £1,1 00m,  of  which  40  per 
cent  or  £440m  would  be  the  value  of 
pharmacies  as  going  concerns.  If  the  NHS 


side  only  is  taken  over  the  figure  becomes 
£277m.  The  State  is  not  likely  to  be 
interested  in  every  pharmacy  on  the  same 
High  Street,  Mr  Madge  explained,  so  the 
figure  could  be  cut  by  half  giving  £138m. 

Net  loss  of  287 
pharmacies  in  1975 

There  was  a  net  loss  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Register  of  287  pharmacies  in 
1975,  bringing  the  total  number  of  phar- 
macies registered  to  11,164  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  net  loss  in  1974  was  223. 

In  December  1975,  37  pharmacies 
closed  down  and  15  were  newly  registered, 
making  the  net  loss  22.  Six  of  the  closures 
were  in  London,  25  in  the  rest  of  England 
and  six  in  Scotland.  Of  the  new  registra- 
tions, one  was  in  London,  11  in  the  rest 
of  England  and  three  in  Scotland.  Wales 
recorded  no  changes. 

Shop  staff  the  'new  poor' 

Low  shop  wages  are  subsidising  the  stan- 
dards of  other  workers  and  the  shop 
assistant  has  become  the  "new  poor", 
writes  Mr  J.  R.  Symonds,  financial  man- 
ager, W.  F.  Chambers  &  Sons,  Dereham, 


Norfolk,  in  a  letter  to  The  Times  last 
week.  Even  agricultural  wages  are  £0  91 
per  hour,  he  says,  compared  with  about 
£0  65  per  hour  for  shop  staffs. 

The  reasons  are  that  the  Government  is 
keeping  retail  prices  artificially  low  and 
that  the  50  per  cent  mark-up  allowed  by 
manufacturers  on  the  wholesale  price  when 
arriving  at  a  recommended  retail  price  is 
"completely  inadequate  in  these  days  of 
inflation." 

Mr  Symonds  suggests  that  the  only 
remedy  is  for  shop  workers  to  organise 
themselves  into  a  strong  union  and  pres- 
surise the  Government. 

Statutory  Committee  dates 

The  case  of  a  pharmacist,  convicted  of  an 
offence  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  who  may  also  have  been  guilty  of 
misconduct  with  regard  to  sales  of 
medicinal  products,  is  to  be  discussed  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Statutory 
Committee  when  it  meets  next  month. 

The  Committee's  meeting  at  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London  WC1,  is  scheduled 
for  February  10,  11  and  12,  starting  at 
10.15  am  on  the  first  day.  Six  new  and  two 
previously  adjourned  cases  are  to  be 
discussed.  Inquiries  will  open  in  public. 


'Suicides'  ignorant  of 

Patients  attempting  suicide  would  be  less 
likely  to  use  paracetamol  if  they  knew  the 
effects  of  an  overdose,  according  to  a  sur- 
vey reported  in  last  week's  British  Medical 
Journal. 

When  107  patients,  admitted  to  King's 
College  Hospital,  London,  after  an  over- 
dose, completed  a  questionnaire  to  assess 
their  motives  for  choosing  paracetamol  as 
a  suicide  agent,  all  said  they  had  expected 
to  lapse  rapidly  into  a  fatal  coma.  Only  12 
patients  knew  that  paracetamol  caused 
liver  damage.  None  of  the  48  patients 
interviewed  while  still  in  hospital  would 
have  taken  paracetamol  had  they  known 
that  there  was  an  interval  of  two  to  three 
days  before  the  onset  of  serious  symptoms. 
And  although  all  but  five  were  adamant 
they  wanted  to  die  when  they  took  the 
overdose,  only  six  were  still  sure  by  the 
time  they  arrived  in  hospital  much  later. 

The  report  says  that  52  patients  had 
bought  the  tablets,  without  prescription 
and  usually  from  a  pharmacy,  specifically 
for  taking  an  overdose,  all  but  10  buying 
them  on  the  day  the  overdose  was  taken. 


paracetamol  effects 

Five  patients  obtained  the  drug  on  pre- 
scription and  55  kept  it  in  the  home  as  a 
stock  analgesic.  There  was  no  apparent 
reason  for  choosing  paracetamol  in  pref- 
erence to  other  drugs.  If  the  tablets  had 
been  individually  wrapped  in  foil,  14  would 
have  taken  something  else,  27  would  have 
taken  the  same  number,  seven  would  have 
taken  fewer  and  the  rest  did  not  know 
what  they  would  have  done. 

The  authors — Drs  B.  Gazzard,  M.  Davis 
and  R.  Williams,  King's  College  liver 
unit,  and  Dr  J.  Spooner,  Winthrop 
Laboratories — conclude  that  the  public 
should  be  told  about  the  effects  of  para- 
cetamol overdosage,  both  in  campaigns  to 
reduce  the  misuse  of  medicines  and  by  re- 
vising the  labelling  which  warns  against 
exceeding  the  recommended  dose.  They  are 
against  making  the  drug  prescription-only 
but  think  a  lesser  restriction  would  be  to 
limit  sale  to  pharmacies.  To  include  an 
emetic  or  a  glutathione  precurser  in  the 
tablets  as  a  safety  measure  would  make 
patients  turn  to  other  drugs  when  contem- 
plating suicide,  they  add. 
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VVtestminster 
report 

Lack  of  pharmacies  given 
as  reason  for  'trading'  Bill 

Pharmacies  are  "probably  the  most  out- 
standing example"  of  private  enterprise 
being  unwilling  or  unable  to  provide  for 
a  clearly  seen  need,  Mr  George  Park  told 
the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday. 

Speaking  in  a  debate  on  the  West  Mid- 
lands County  Council  Bill,  he  said  the 
council  in  the  past  had  no  intention  to 
operate  in  direct  competition  with 
privately-owned  businesses.  But  "on  many 
housing  estates  in  the  West  Midlands 
there  are  no  altogether  satisfactory 
chemists'  shops  and  people  have  to  travel 
long  distances  for  them.  Whether  it  is 
private  enterprise  or  the  Co-op,  they  are 
unable  or  unwilling  to  provide  these 
facilities.  Local  authorities  should  have 
the  opportunity  to  fill  such  gaps,"  he 
added.  He  appealed  for  each  district 
council  to  be  able  to  explain  why  they 
wished  to  pursue  certain  activities,  rather 
than  for  the  whole  Bill  to  be  "summarily 
thrown  out" 

Mr  Keith  Speed  doubted  whether  it  was 
in  the  best  interests  of  ratepayers  for  there 
tc  be  pharmacies  in  out-of-town  estates, 
requiring  the  spending  of  considerable 
sums  of  public  money.  "If  there  is  diffi- 
culty in  dealing  with  prescriptions  and 
the  supply  of  drugs,  the  obvious  thing  to 
do  is  to  talk  to  the  area  health  authority 
or  other  authorities  dealing  with  these 
matters,"  he  said,  but  no  such  discussions 
had  taken  place. 

The  Bill  had  its  formal  first  reading  on 
January  22.  When  it  came  up  for  second 
reading  on  Tuesday,  objections  were  called. 
Two  motions  put  down  on  Wednesday 
would  have  the  effect  of  delaying  the  Bill 
until  there  is  time  for  debate,  or  deleting 
the  Bill's  trading  aspects. 

General  legislation 

Meanwhile,  43  Labour  MPs  have  signed  a 
motion  congratulating  the  West  Midlands 
County  Council  on  its  initiative  in  seeking 
powers  to  engage  in  commercial  activities 
and  urging  the  Government  to  follow  the 
good  example  set  by  the  "progressive 
authority"  by  introducing  general  legis- 
lation to  enable  all  local  authorities  to 
engage  in  such  activities. 

During  Monday's  debate,  Mr  Stephen 
Ross  said  the  Bill  had  probably  cost  the 
West  Midlands  County  Council  about 
£10,000  and  that  extension  of  the  powers 
of  local  authorities  should  be  implemented 
in  a  Government  Bill.  Mr  Ivor  Clemitson 
urged  the  Government  to  introduce  a 
general  enabling  Bill  to  allow  all  local 
authorities  to  engage  in  trading  activities 
to  save  individual  authorities  the  expense. 

Mr  Timothy  Raison  implored  the  Gov- 
ernment to  "call  a  halt  to  this  ludicrous 
and  damaging  spread  of  bureaucratic 
socialism  through  local  government." 
Local    government    existed    to  provide 


certain  basic  services  to  the  community, 
not  to  destroy  the  livelihood  of  its  own 
ratepayers.  He  asked  who  would  run  the 
beauty  products  sellers  and  so  on :  "No 
doubt  in  some  cases  it  will  be  those  who 
are  bankrupt  by  the  Bill,  but  in  others  it 
will  be  Buggins  who  has  missed  his  turn 
for  something  else." 

Mr  Raison  pointed  out  that  the  Bill 
appeared  to  give  local  authorities  the  right 
to  take  over  private  firms  and  to  borrow 
what  they  liked  to  implement  the  pro- 
posals. "It  comes  at  a  time  of  bankrupties 
and  near  despair  among  private  traders, 
especially  smaller  traders,"  he  said. 
Several  district  councils  themselves  were 
unhappy  about  the  power  that  would  be 
thrust  upon  them. 

Mr  Reginald  Eyre  emphasised  the  unfair 
trading  aspect  of  the  Bill :  "Small  busi- 
nesses and  traders  could  not  hope  to 
borrow  money  for  business  purposes  on 
such  favourable  terms."  He  suggested  that 
the  Bill  was  "far  too  drastic  and  political" 
to  be  treated  within  the  Private  Bill 
procedure.

Two  men  who  helped  distribute  ampheta- 
mines all  over  Britain  from  an  improvised 
"factory"  in  a  London  garage  were  jailed 
at  the  Old  Bailey  last  week. 

Sentencing  Mr  Alan  Tear  to  six  years 
and  Mr  Eric  Malinson  to  five  years  the 
Recorder  of  London,  Mr  James  Miskin, 
told  them:  "I  don't  believe  either  of  you 
gave  a  single  moment's  thought  to  the 
harm  the  dissemination  even  of  a  Class  B 
drug  can  do  to  those  unfortunate  people 
whose  characters  are  such  that  they  have 
to  depend  on  pep  pills  to  get  kicks  out  of 
life.  You  two  formed  an  important  part 
of  a  team  which  had  the  capacity  to  create 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  amphetamine 
tablets  and  had  clearly  disseminated  a  very 
large  number  virtually  throughout  the 
United  Kingdom." 

Mr  Tear,  35,  of  Queen's  Road,  Peckham, 
South  London,  and  Mr  Malinson,  40,  of 
Waterloo  Road,  Blackpool,  were  found 
guilty  of  conspiring  to  supply  the  drug 
between  August,  1974  and  February,  1975 
and  guilty  of  unlawfully  possessing  the 
drug  with  intent  to  supply  to  others.  Mr 
Tear  was  also  found  guilty  of  supplying 
the  drug  and  Mr  Malinson  guilty  of 
possessing  with  intent  to  supply  others. 

Two  other  men  were  found  not  guilty 
of  conspiring  to  supply  the  drugs,  unlaw- 
fully supplying  to  another  person  and  two 
allegations  of  unlawfully  possessing  the 
drug  with  intent  to  supply  others. 

Mr  Michael  Worsley,  prosecuting,  said 
the  pep  pills  were  made  on  a  machine 
capable  of  producing  30,000  an  hour  and 
there  was  clear  evidence  of  a  widespread 
national  distribution  network.  A  "factory" 
was  set  up  first  in  a  garage  under  railway 
arches  near  the  Elephant  and  Castle  and 
later  in  a  garage  at  Tooting.  A  substantial 
quantity  of  tablets  valued  at  £70.000  on 
the  black  market  were  found,  Mr  Worsley 
said,  "and  the  evidence  of  Tear  indicates 
that  he  personally  made  half  a  million 
tablets."  Police  searched  people  and 
premises  and  made  arrests  all   over  the 


Prenatal  injury  Bill 
now  published 

Mr  Raymond  Carter's  Congenital  Dis- 
ability (Civil  Liability)  Bill  (C&D,  January! 
3,  pi 9),  which  would  provide  new  legis- 
lative rights  of  redress  in  cases  where  drugs 
caused  prenatal  injury,  has  now  been 
published  (HM  Stationery  Office,  House 
of  Commons  Bill  20,  £0  20).  The  Bill 
seeks  to  give  effect  to  the  recommendations 
of  the  Law  Commission  in  their  Report  on 
Injuries  to  Unborn  Children  (C&D,  August 
31,  1974,  p280)  and  to  clarify  the  extent 
of  the  provisions  for  compensation  in  the 
Nuclear  Installations  Act  1965;  it  is  due 
for  a  second  reading  on  February  6. 

Bill  to  allow  Sunday  trading 

Sir  John  Langford-Holt  is  to  seek  leave 
to  introduce  a  Private  Members'  Bill  in 
the  Commons  designed  to  amend  the 
Shops  Acts  1950  to  1965.  His  principal  aim 
is  to  allow  shops  run  by  their  owners  to 
open  on  Sundays  and  after  normal  closing 
hours.  The  Commons  will  decide  on 
February  1 1  whether  or  not  to  allow  the 
Bill  to  be  introduced.

How  times  change 
-or  do  they? 


This  issue  of  Chemist  &  Druggist  is  num- 
bered 5,000  in  a  series  that  began  over 
]  16  vears  ago.  And  while  our  role  today 
is  always  to  be  in  the  forefront  of  develop- 
ments in  pharmacy,  we  are  often  struck, 
when  referring  to  our  past  volumes,  how 
much  history  repeats  itself.  To  mark  this 
anniversary  therefore,  we  have  looked  at 
two  issues — number  1,000  (March  25, 
1899)  and  number  2,500  (January  7,  1928) 
— to  see  which  of  today's  problems  were 
exercising  the  profession  at  the  time. 
1899:  We  care  not  who  sells  toilet  soaps, 
toothbrushes,  and  photographic  sundries, 
but  we  do  care  who  uses  the  title  "chemist 
and  druggist"  and  enjoys  the  privileges 
honestly  belonging  to  those,  and  those 
only,  who  have  qualified  for  it  .  .  .  We 
maintain  that  pharmacy  is  a  profession, 
and  but  for  the  fact  that  its  practitioners 
are  shopkeepers  would  long  ago  have 
occupied  a  much  more  dignified  position  in 
public  esteem.  Until  the  practice  of  phar- 
macy by  unqualified  persons  becomes 
penal,  the  intelligent  law-abiding  chemist 
must  continue  to  eke  out  an  existence  on 
his  shopkeeping  as  best  he  can.  From  a 
letter  Opposing  the  growing  influence  of 
company  pharmacy. 

1928:  It  will  be  needless  [for  the  newly 
qualifiedl  to  repine  at  the  competition 
from  grocer,  draper  or  any  other  trader 
.  .  .  An  average  chemist  with  a  modicum 
of  'Go,  grit  and  gumption"  will  forge 
ahead  and  earn  a  living. 

□  The  chemist  is  making  £350  per  annum 
and  the  painter  and  decorator  £800  ...  a 
grocer  (business  now  amalgamated  with  a 
large  firm)  draws  £1,000  per  annum  as  a 
director. 

Need  for  a  union 

□  The  chemists,  no  union,  no  strength,  are 
taken  at  their  own  valuation — 2|d.  for 
dispensing  a  recipe;  my  barber  charges 
me  8d.  for  haircut  ...  It  must  be  obvious 
that  it  is  only  by  offering  a  united  front 
that  there  is  the  slightest  hope  that  our 
just  demands  will  be  listened  to.  The  de- 
mands of  a  union  composed  of  every 
qualified  man  would  be  irresistible. 
Extracts  from  "Correspondence" .  But  the 
last  writer  added  "where  is  the  Mussolini 
to  lead  the  forlorn  hope?"  With  hindsight, 
we  may  ask  where  pharmacists  were  to 
be  led! 

1899:  An  advertisement  inserted  as  an 
article  in  French  newspapers  is  a  favourite 
method  of  publicity.  A  provincial  pharma- 
cien  thus  adopts  it:  [There  follows  a  glow- 
ing account  of  the  pharmacy,  its  stock  and 
its  services.]  Finally  we  are  reminded  that 
our  friend  has  passed  three  years  as 
assistant  in  a  superior  school  of  pharmacy, 
and  has  written  original  papers  on  tablets, 
chocolate-pastilles,  the  utilisation  of  honey, 
the  therapeutics  and  materia  medica  of  the 


sixteenth  century,  and  other  interesting 
subjects.  From  "Advertising  Ideas". 
1928:  It  behoves  us  now  more  than  ever 
to  close  our  ranks  and  show  a  solid  front, 
in  order  to  resist  successfully  the  overt  as 
well  as  insidious  attempts  made  to  under- 
mine not  only  our  economic  position,  but 
the  very  basis  on  which  rests  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  Since  the 
war,  bureaucracy  has  spread  its  tentacles, 
and  Government  departments  exhibit  an 
increasing  appetite  for  assimulation  of 
administrative  functions.  ...  In  today's 
bitter  struggle  for  life  the  legendary  figure 
of  the  timid,  retiring  chemist  of  the  past 
has  no  place.  Although  side-lines  may  have 
their  attractions,  pharmacists  should  never 
lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  first  and  fore- 
most they  are  called  upon  to  co-operate 
materially  in  the  maintenance  and  restora- 
tion of  health  in  their  fellow  men.  C&D 
"Editorial  Article". 

!899:  A  deputation,  organised  by  the 
Decimal  Association,  urged  on  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  the  compulsory 
adoption  of  the  metric  system  from  Jan- 
uary I,  1901.  But  in  The  Times,  Professor 


W.  H.  Corfield  regarded  with  dismay  the 
possibility  of  decimals  in  prescriptions 
"but  of  course  this  would  never  be  done 
whatever  the  system  of  notation".  C&D 
pointed  out  to  him  that  scripts  were  in 
decimals  on  the  continent  and  that  the 
latest  BP  included  metric  and  imperial 
systems  side  by  side. 

1928:  Membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  stood  at  i 3,533.  Council  agreed  to 
extend  the  qualifying  course  to  900  hours 
over  a  nine-month  period  (up  from  720 
hours).  Questions  were  asked  in  Council 
about  what  was  being  done  with  the  money 
in  the  Parliamentary  Fund — but  despite 
arguments  about  members'  right  to  know, 
the  president  would  not  allow  detailed 
debate  unless  Council  went  "into  com- 
mittee". Insurance  Act  doctors'  prescrip 
tions  were  being  checked  for  excessive 
prescribing,  it  was  reported  from  London 

Dispensing  doctors 

1899:  He  did  not  think  the  medical  men 
did  always  dispense  their  own  medicines, 
but  left  it  in  the  hands  of  assistants  .  . 
But  they,  as  chemists  and  druggists,  ought 
to  see  that  their  own  record  was  clean  in 
this  respect.  Mr  Walter  Hills,  president  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
1899:  We  reported  recently  that  Miss  Ada 
Wyatt,  MPSI,  took  the  chair  at  a  meeting 
of  Irish  Pharmacists'  Assistants  Associa- 
tion. We  do  not  remember  to  have  had  the 
opportunity  of  reporting  hitherto  a 
pharmaceutical  meeting  in  the  [then] 
United  Kingdom  over  which  a  lady  pre- 
sided. Miss  Wyatt  is  at  present  the  only 
qualified  lady  pharmacist  in  Ireland.  From 
"Personalities". 


Poisons  Rules  changes  proposed 

In  anticipation  of  implementation  of  Part 
3  of  the  Medicines  Act  1968,  the  Poisons 
Board  has  recommended  amendments  to 
the  Poisons  Rules  and  their  schedules  to 
remove  all  references  to  medicinal  pro- 
ducts and  all  provisions  applied  solely  to 
medicinal  products.  Proposals  concerning 
the  Poisons  List  have  already  been  notified 
{C&D,  lune  21,  1975,  p815).  The  Board 
has  also  recommended  further  changes  to 
the  Rules,  including  new  fees  for  sellers 
of  Part  II  poisons.  These  are: 
A  Idicarb,  formetanate  and  met  homy  I  to 
be  included  in  Schedules  1,  7(6)  and  15  to 
the  Poisons  Rules  1972. 
Dental  gels  containing  not  more  than  2'2 
per  cent  of  sodium  fluoride  to  be 
exempted  from  the  requirement  of  Rule 
26(1  )(b)  of  the  Poisons  Rules  1972. 
Fees  prescribed  in  Rule  35  of  the  Poisons 
Rules  1972,  which  are  payable  by  sellers 
of  Part  II  poisons  to  a  local  authority  in 
connection  with  its  keeping  a  list  of 
persons  entitled  to  sell  poisons  in  Part  II 
or  the  Poisons  List,  to  be  increased  to 
take  account  of  the  change  in  money 
values  since  1968  when  the  present  fees 
were  set.  The  Secretary  of  State  proposes 
to  increase  the  fees,  in  accordance  with 
the  increase  in  the  retail  price  index  since 
1968,  to  £3-00  for  initial  entry  in  the  list, 
£060  for  any  alteration  in  the  list  entry 
and  £1-80  for  annual  retention  in  the  list.

Full  details  of  the  proposed  changes  to 
the  Rules  consequential  upon  the  Medi- 
cines Act  are  being  sent  to  the  trade  and 
organisations  this  week,  and  details  are 
available  from  the  above  address.  The 
changes  also  involve  the  addition  of  a 
general  exemption  for  medicated  animal 
feeding  stuffs  to  group  1  of  Schedule  3, 
and  the  references  to  arsenic  and  certain 
or  its  compounds  in  the  June  1975  notice. 

Poisons  List  changes 

In  consequence  of  its  recommendations 
for  the  deletion  of  certain  arsenical  sub- 
stances from  Schedule  5A  and  of  niclofolan 
from  Schedule  5B,  the  Board  has  made 
the  following  additional  recommendations 
in  respect  of  the  Poisons  List  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Poisons  Act  1972: 
(li  Arsenic  sulphides,  arsenious  oxide, 
sodium  arsenates  and  sodium  thioarsenates 
to  be  tranferred  from  Part  II  to  Part  I  of 
the  Poisons  List. 

(ii)  Niclofolan  to  be  deleted  from  Part  II 
ol  the  Poisons  List. 

The  Secretary  of  State  is  considering 
making  a  Statutory  Instrument,  to  be 
brought  into  force  simultaneously  with 
the  Poisons  Act  1972,  to  implement  the 
proposed  ch  inges.  Objections  or  observa- 
tions should  be  sent  to  the  above  address 
by  March  19.

Topical  reflections

Information 


Your  recent  report  and  comment  on  the  survey  concerning  the  attitude  of 
doctors  to  calls  from  representatives  of  the  drug  manufacturers  would 
interest  pharmacists  in  particular,  who  have  so  little  direct  contact  with 
manufacturers  these  days — a  fact  to  which  you  make  reference  in  your 
editorial.  One  would  not  expect  an  extensive  (and  probably  expensive) 
survey  of  the  nature  described  to  have  been  undertaken  altruistically,  for 
obviously  the  manufacturers  are  concerned  over  the  interest  taken  by 
Government  in  their  promotional  methods. 

There  seems  to  be  a  measure  of  gratification  in  the  outcome  of  the 
inquiry.  Not  having  any  yardstick,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  judge  whether 
a  figure  of  23  per  cent  of  success  in  persuading  doctors  to  use  a  product 
not  previously  tried  is  good  or  very  good,  but  undoubtedly  the  representatives 
make  some  impression,  even  if,  as  I  have  frequently  discovered,  the  doctor 
changes  from  one  brand  of  a  preparation  to  another  of  the  same.  Many 
factors  come  into  the  picture — the  preparation  itself,  its  presentation,  its 
name,  and  the  susceptibility  of  the  doctor  to  the  blandishments  of  the 
representatives.  One  gathers,  in  the  day-to-day  routine  of  the  pharmacy 
department,  that  some  doctors  are  more  easily  persuaded  than  others  to 
launch  out  in  new  directions.  I  have  known,  as  a  result  of  direct  calls  and 
the  availability  of  MIMS,  as  many  as  22  different  ear-drops  being  prescribed 
in  one  month. 


Studied  neglect 


Your  comment  on  the  studied  neglect  of  the  pharmacist  is  justified.  I  have 
complained  on  that  score  for  a  number  of  years,  but  viewed  economically, 
the  pharmacist  is  not  good  "copy".  He  can  only  handle  the  preparations 
when  the  doctor  has  been  persuaded  to  prescribe  them,  though  one  would 
have  imagined  that  courtesy  alone  would  have  demanded  a  call  on  the 
pharmacists  of  the  locality  as  well  as  the  doctors.  In  recent  times,  I  have 
observed  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  representatives,  in  company  with  area 
supervisors,  to  make  use  of  me  for  purposes  of  market  research,  but  I 
refuse  to  be  drawn. 


Marketing 


I  have  read  the  report  of  Independent  Chemists  Marketing  Ltd  contributed 
by  Mr  A.  G.  Trotman  and  note  his  comments  concerning  what  he  describes 
as  a  slower  "build-up"  of  the  VTO  scheme  than  was  initially  forecast.  There 
were,  of  course,  bound  to  be  difficulties,  particularly  as  there  are  so  many 
organisations  all  trying  to  do  the  same  thing  in  different  ways. 

Something  of  the  same  nature  has  been  announced  this  week  concerning 
the  retail  price  of  petrol.  There  has  been  an  outcry  from  the  smaller  stations, 
for  it  is  stated  that,  whatever  the  purpose  of  the  oil  companies,  the  end 
result  can  only  be  the  survival  of  the  large  distributors  and  the  gradual 
fading  out  of  the  small  unit.  The  picture  is  not  made  any  clearer  by  the  fact 
that  the  manufacturers  sought  and  obtained  permission  for  an  increase  in 
price  only  a  week  or  two  ago. 

That  would  seem  to  support  the  theory  that  steps  must  be  taken  to  bolster 
up  the  small  independent  unit,  but  in  the  pharmaceutical  field,  as  your 
contributor  states,  the  initiative  of  the  NPU  in  bringing  in  to  pharmacy  what 
was  already  in  existence  in  groceries  and  general  goods,  has  been  followed 
by  wholesalers  producing  schemes  of  their  own  to  vie  with  that  described 
in  the  article.  Thus  we  find  hairsprays  and  razor  blades  rubbing  shoulders 
with  hair  dyes — some  cheaper  from  one  source,  and  some  dearer.  The 
result  is  chaos  in  pricing,  a  growing  distrust  of  the  buying  public  in  all 
the  "special  offers",  and  increasing  expression  of  a  desire  for  all-round 
reductions  to  a  genuine  price.

Haemorrhoids :  an  opportunity 
for  sympathetic  advice

To  those  who  do  not  have  the  misfortune 
to  be  so  afflicted,  the  subject  of  haemor- 
rhoids or  piles  rarely  stirs  up  serious 
medical  interest.  Yet  this  is  really  quite 
unfortunate  because  haemorrhoids  are  a 
common  and  disabling  complaint  which 
can  significantly  affect  the  lives  of  other- 
wise healthy  individuals. 

The  origins  of  the  terms  used  are 
interesting.  The  word  haemorrhoid  comes 
from  the  Greek  meaning  discharge  of 
blood.  Piles  on  the  other  hand  has  a  less 
certain  background  but  may  be  related  to 
the  Latin  "pila",  meaning  ball  or  pillar 
and  suggesting  the  protrusion  of  mass. 

In  essence,  haemorrhoids  appear  as  con- 
gested and  dilated  submucosal  veins  in  the 
ano-rectal  area,  but  in  the  absence  of 
underlying  pathology,  exactly  why  certain 
individuals  have  a  tendency  to  become 
affected  is  not  altogether  clear.  Man's  up- 
right carriage,  with  its  predisposition  to- 
wards venous  draining,  has  long  been 
considered  as  a  causative  element,  perhaps 
exacerbated  by  over  sedentary  or  over 
exerting  occupations. 

Other  factors  may  also  be  involved. 
Haemorrhoids  are  often  provoked  by  a 
more  fundamental  condition  such  as 
pregnancy,  cirrhosis,  constipation  or  pros- 
tate enlargement  which  exerts  a  back 
pressure  on  the  anal  canal.  Some  food- 
stuffs, such  as  spices,  spirits  and  heavy 
wines,  can  give  rise  to  congestion  of  the 
veins  and  even  temperament  and  climatic 


environment  may  influence  haemorrhoidal 
events.  So  widespread  are  the  predisposing 
factors  to  ano-rectal  conditions  in  fact 
that  probably  seven  out  of  ten  people  can 
be  expected  to  be  affected  at  some  time. 

Basic  anatomy 

To  understand  more  of  the  pathology 
involved  we  must  first  briefly  turn  our 
attention  to  the  anatomy  of  the  ano-rectal 
area.  The  anal  canal  extends  for  about  H 
inches.  Here  the  squamous  epithelium  of 
the  skin  meets  the  mucous  membrane  of 
the  rectum  at  a  faintly  marked  area  known 
as  the  dentate  line  or  Hilton's  white  line. 
A  muscular  coat  surrounds  the  rectum 
and  this  becomes  especially  thick  at  the 
lower  end  to  form  the  internal  sphincter. 
This,  together  with  external  sphincter  and 
levator  ani  muscles,  guards  the  orifice. 

The  whole  area  is  richly  served  by  the 
internal  haemorrhoidal  plexus  in  the  rectal 
submucosa  and  the  external  haemorrhoidal 
plexus  outside  the  muscular  coat.  In  the 
internal  plexus  there  are  a  number  of  inter- 
connected dilated  pouches.  The  two  plexi 
communicate  freely  with  each  other  and 
with  the  portal  vein  from  the  liver,  so 
forming  a  column  of  blood  from  the  liver 
to  the  anus. 

Since  the  portal  system  contains  no 
valves,  there  must  be  a  considerable  pres- 
sure at  the  lower  end  of  this  column  when 
an  individual  is  standing.  Furthermore,  as 
the  vessels  are  situated  in  loose  connective 


tissue  they  receive  little  support  from 
surrounding  structures  and  are  less  capable 
of  withstanding  any  increased  intra- 
abdominal tension  such  as  during  consti- 
pation. The  rectal  epithelium  becomes  lax, 
and  cannot  suppon  the  internal  plexus. 
The  veins  distend,  particularly  in  the  areas 
of  the  pouches,  and  their  sluggish  blood 
flow  causes  them  to  thrombose  and  be- 
come haemorrhoidal. 

That  at  least  for  a  number  of  years  has 
been  the  conventional  rationale  for  the 
development  of  haemorrhoids.  Recent  evi- 
dence, however,  appears  to  challenge  this 
venous  congestion  theory.  Painstaking 
work  on  cadavers  using  intravascular  in- 
jection suggests  that  venous  dilation  in 
the  internal  plexus  is  quite  normal  and 
the  histological  appearances  of  rectal  tissue 
from  both  haemorrhoidectomy  and  non 
haemorrhoidal  patients  were  similar. 

The  three  cushion-like  pouches  which 
appear  at  the  site  of  dilations  in  the 
internal  plexus  are  the  areas  where 
haemorrhoids  tend  to  develop.  Viewed 
through  a  proctoscope  these  occur  at  3,  7 
and  11  o'clock.  But  rather  than  emanat- 
ing from  venous  congestion  at  these  sites, 
haemorrhoids  may  be  the  result  of  dis- 
placed or  prolapsed  plexus  pouches 
through  the  breakdown  of  epithelial  sup- 
port. Any  bleeding  which  is  associated 
would  arise  from  local  trauma  of  the 
prolapsed  pouch  rather  than  be  its  cause. 

Nevertheless,  to  aid  diagnosis  doctors 
continue  to  look  for  congested  masses  in 
the  rectum  and  if  these  are  not  instru- 
mental in  the  formation  of  piles  then  the 
capillary  dilation,  apparently  a  common 
source  of  bleeding,  remains  unexplained. 

Development 

Irrespective  of  their  aetiology,  however, 
the  course  of  events  in  the  development  of 
piles  is  quite  clear.  Haemorrhoids  can  be 
classified  according  to  which  level  they 
have  reached. 

In  first  degree  piles,  there  is  no  prolapse 
but  the  individual  feels  a  certain  degree  of 
fullness  and  discomfort.  At  the  mucosal 
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Internal  and  external  haemorrhoidal 
plexus:  dilation  of  internal  veins

Anatomy  of  the  anorectal  region 
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lining  develops  further  the  forces  asso- 
ciated with  defaecation  precipitate  pro- 
lapse but,  providing  the  attachment  to  the 
dentate  line  remains,  the  prolapsed  pile 
returns  to  the  anal  canal  after  defaecation 
is  complete.  These  are  termed  second 
degree  piles.  If  the  condition  reaches  third 
degree,  the  mucosal  attachment  stretches 
and  finally  gives  way.  The  prolapsed 
haemorrhoid  then  remains  permanently 
outside  the  anus.  Bleeding  is  quite  com- 
mon in  all  stages. 

On  occasions  the  plexus  becomes  in- 
flamed, thus  stretching  the  mucosa  of  skin 
surrounding  the  pile.  This  may  result  in 
spasm  and  involuntary  straining  at  stool 
(tenesmus)  where  the  pressure  of  haemor- 
rhoids on  the  rectum  stimulates  the  defae- 
cation reflex.  The  ineffectual  straining 
which  follows,  if  continued  over  an  appre- 
ciable period,  can  exacerbate  a  haemor- 
rhoidal  condition. 

Complications 

Other  complications  are  also  quite  com- 
mon. Strangulation,  which  appears  most 
frequently  in  second  degree  haemorrhoids, 
occurs  when  the  neck  of  the  pile  becomes 
gripped  by  the  external  sphincter.  Further 
congestion  results  because  the  blood  sup- 
ply return  is  constricted.  This  is  a  very 
painful  episode  and  the  patient  usually 
complains  of  an  acute  attack  of  piles.  If 
strangulation  continues  for  some  time 
thrombosis  sets  in.  The  haemorrhoid  feels 
solid,  becomes  dark  purple  or  black,  and 
there  is  a  good  deal  of  swelling  around  the 
edge  of  the  anus.  Ulceration  and  fibrosis 
may  also  follow. 

The  diagnosis  of  haemorrhoids  is  really 


a  matter  for  the  physician  since  general 
anorectal  symptoms  can  be  misleading. 
Blood  or  mucus  in  the  stool,  discomfort 
from  skin  tags,  prolapse,  pruritus  and 
pain  on  defaecation  may  also  arise  from 
associated  conditions  such  as  anal  fissure 
or  polyp.  More  serious  pathology  such  as 
rectal  carcinoma  should  also  be  examined 
for.  Most  individuals  over  the  age  of  40 
have  at  least  small  haemorrhoids  but  it 
may  be  unclear  whether  bleeding  is  the 
result  of  these  or  a  more  serious  lesion 
further  up  the  bowel. 

Treatment 

The  treatment  of  haemorrhoids  bears 
special  consideration.  Reasonably  lasting 
relief  can  be  obtained  surgically  but  most 
of  the  techniques  used  can  be  acutely 
painful  so  that  the  net  benefit  to  the  patient 
should  be  fully  weighed  up.  Examples  of 
currently  used  techniques  include  injecting 
5  per  cent  phenol  in  almond  oil  through 
a  proctoscope,  removal  by  freezing,  and 
ligation  by  use  of  rubber  bands. 

An  anus  may  appear  untidy  but  may  not 
be  the  cause  of  severe  complaint.  In  such 
circumstances  simple  medical  treatment 
with  cream  or  suppositories  may  be  suf- 
ficient to  ease  the  pain  in  the  acute  stage 
and  maintain  patient  comfort. 

Often,  individuals  with  first  or  second 
degree  haemorrhoids,  or  indeed  other  rela- 
tively simple  anorectal  conditions,  will 
seek  advice  from  the  pharmacist  rather 
than  subject  themselves  to  the  embarass- 
ment  of  a  rectal  examination  by  their  own 
general  practitioner.  Excessive  bleeding 
should  however  always  be  referred  to  the 
physician  but  provided  serious  pathology 


can  be  ruled  out  the  pharmacist  is  in  a 
position  to  provide  a  helpful  service  for 
those  seeking  personal  medication. 

Counter-prescribed  haemorrhoidal  prepa- 
rations should  ideally  be  comprehensively 
formulated  to  provide  symptomatic  relief. 
Astringent,  decongestant,  antiseptic  and 
emollient  actions  are  essential  requirements 
to  aid  resolution  and  soothe  discomfort. 

The  pharmacist  can  also  offer  sensible 
advice  on  simple  self  help  techniques.  A 
bland  diet  which  contains  plenty  of  green 
vegetables,  cereals  and  bread  made  from 
unrefined  flour  and  fresh  fruit  provides 
roughage  which  will  help  to  promote  soft 
stools  and  reduce  constipation.  Straining 
during  bowel  movement  is  definitely  to  be 
avoided;  full  flexure  of  the  hips  by  moving 
the  trunk  forward  will  help  this. 

Hygiene  is  also  vitally  important  to  pre- 
vent infection  and  promote  healing.  The 
area  around  the  anus  should  be  thoroughly 
cleansed  by  gently  bathing  with  warm 
water  and  carefully  patted  dry.  And  lastly, 
moderate  exercise  is  always  beneficial. 

Famous  sufferers 

Haemorrhoids  have  afflicted  mankind 
for  centuries.  Many  historical  personalities 
can  be  listed  in  the  "Who's  Who"  of  ano- 
rectal sufferers  from  Napoleon  Bonaparte 
to  Charles  Dickens — and,  for  all  his 
amorous  escapades,  even  Casanova  ac- 
quired piles  in  prison.  Were  today's 
sufferers  to  know  that  they  were  in  such 
renowned  company  maybe  they  could 
shed  a  little  of  their  embarrassment  and 
seek  advice  more  readily.

Warner  put  the  OTC  topical  anti- 
haemorrhoidal  market  at  £lm  with  market 
growth  during  the  year  in  the  order  of  15 
per  cent,  probably  reflecting  a  small  de- 
cline in  the  actual  number  of  units  sold 
in  view  of  inflationary  price  rises.  Prepara- 
tions which  can  also  be  obtained  on  pre- 
scription accounted  for  sales  of  around 
£550,000  in  1975  whilst  non-prescription 
proprietaries  accounted  for  an  estimated 
£460,000.  Anusol,  with  strong  support  of 
both  prescriptions  and  pharmacist  recom- 
mendation, claims  continuing  market 
leadership,  with  around  two-thirds  of  its 
sales  being  over  the  counter  purchases.

ICC's  Press  campaigns 

Haemorrhoidai  spray,  successfully  launched 
last  year  by  International  Chemical  Co 
Ltd,  11  Chenies  Street,  London  WC1E 
7ET,  was  developed  to  help  sufferers 
troubled  by  sudden  attacks  of  acute  pain. 

The  spray  contains  lignocaine  and 
chlorhexidine  gluconate  in  a  slim  52g 
aluminium  aerosol  with  a  precision  vertical 
spray  and  white  plastic  dust  cap.  Said  to 
give  instant  and  hygienic  short  term  relief 
from  the  pain  of  external  haemorrhoids, 
the  product  is  supported  by  year-round 
advertising  in  Daily  Mirror,  Daily  Mail, 
Daily  Express,  Sun,  Daily  Telegraph, 
Belfast  Telegraph,  Sunday  People,  News  of 
the  World  and  Sunday  Post. 

Another  anti-haemorrhoidal  product 
from  International  Chemical,  also  backed 
by  national  Press  advertising,  is  Prepara- 
tion H.  The  company  say  the  preparation, 
for  routine  treatment,  depends  for  its 
action  on  "a  totally  different  approach" 
from  traditional  haemorrhoid  therapy, 
with  one  ingredient,  Bio-dyne — an  alcohol 
soluble  extract  of  live  yeast  cells — 
stimulating  cell  respiration  and  enhancing 
regeneration  of  damaged  cells,  assisted  by 
the  vitamin  A  in  the  shark  liver  oil  in- 
gredient. In  many  instances  the  product 
may  help  to  shrink  swollen  tissue. 

Both  ointment  (in  27g  and  large  size 
tubes)  and  suppositories  (packed  in  sixes, 
12s  and  24s)  contain  the  same  active 
ingredients,  the  ointment  having  a  petro- 
latum lanolin  base  with  similar  lubricating 
and  soothing  properties  to  the  fatty  base  of 
the  suppositories. 

A  feature  of  the  antihaemorrhoidal 
market  is  the  reluctance  of  sufferers  to 
talk  about  their  problems,  and  retailers 
who  understand  this  and  display  products 
benefit  significantly,  say  International 
Chemicals.  The  company  puts  the  total 
market  for  publicly  advertised  haemor- 
rhoidai remedies  at  around  £840,000,  with 
a  growth  rate  of  10  per  cent  a  year.  Prepa- 
ration H  is  said  to  hold  around  45  per  cent 
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of  that  market,  compared  to  33  per  cent 
four  years  ago.  Further  progress  is  expec- 
ted with  the  introduction  of  the  24 
suppository  pack  last  luly  for  which  con- 
sumer demand  exceeded  the  company's 
expectations.  Haemorrhoidai  spray  is 
expected  to  expand  the  market  further.

Benevolence 
expenditure 
to  rise? 

Grants  from  the  Northern  Ireland 
Chemists'  Benevolent  Fund  last  year 
amounted  to  £1,495  and  income  £2,771, 
Mr  G.  E.  Mcllhagger,  treasurer,  told  the 
January  Council  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland. 

Presenting  the  Fund's  accounts,  Mr 
Mcllhagger  said  the  income  comprised  a 
donation  of  £25  from  the  Associates 
Section  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion; £1,634  from  the  president's  appeal; 
interest  on  investments  of  £1,046;  and 
Savings  Bank  interest  £65.  After  grants 
were  taken  into  consideration,  an  excess 
of  income  over  expenditure  of  £1,276  was 
left.  Total  assets  amounted  to  £15,510. 

In  reply  to  questions,  Mr  Mcllhagger 
said  the  investments — which  had  cost 
£13,261— had  a  market  value  on  Decem- 
ber 31  of  £12,604.  Generally  speaking,  the 
gilt-edged  investments  had  dropped  in  value 
since  purchased  whereas  the  equities  had 
increased.  The  policy  had  been  to  invest 
in  short-dated  stock  and  within  the  next 
eight  years  there  would  be  considerable 
capital  gains.  Cash  in  the  Savings  Bank 
amounted  to  £2,249,  and  some  of  this 
would  be  invested  when  a  suitable  oppor- 
tunity arose.  The  Fund's  Committee  had 
recently  had  some  new  cases  referred  to 
it  and  the  expenditure  was  likely  to 
increase  in  1976. 

Students'  symposium 

A  request  for  financial  assistance  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  holding  a  symposium 
on  February  11  concerning  "alcohol  in 
society"  was  received  from  the  Society  of 
Pharmaceutical  Students,  the  Queen's 
University  of  Belfast.  Professor  P.  F. 
D'Arcy  said  the  organisation  of  the 
symposium  was  to  be  undertaken  by  the 
students  themselves.  The  expenses  involved 
would  be  about  £100  as  guest  speakers 
were  being  invited  and  travelling  expenses 
would  have  to  be  paid.  Invitations  were 
being  extended  to  school  teachers,  social 
workers,  chaplains,  doctors,  nurses,  phar- 
macists and  others  interested  in  health 
education.  An  audience  of  at  least  200 
was  expected,  and  he  thought  £25  from  the 
Council  would  be  adequate  as  help  had 
already  been  promised  by  the  Department 
and  some  pharmaceutical  companies.  It 
was  agreed  to  send  £25  and  to  make 
another  £25  available  if  needed. 

The  symposium  is  to  be  held  in  the 
Medical  Biology  Centre,  97  Lisburn  Road, 
Belfast.  The  programme  includes  a  film 
presentation ;  a  paper  by  Dr  J.  S.  Madden, 
consultant  psychiatrist,  Moston  Hospital, 
Chester;  talks  by  members  of  Alcoholics 
Anonymous  and  Mrs  I.  L.  Popplestone, 
social  worker,  Shaftesbury  Square  Hos- 
pital, Belfast;  and  a  discussion  panel. 


A  letter  from  an  area  pharmaceutical 
officer  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
professional  liability  indemnity  insurance 
policy  arranged  by  the  Guild  of  Hospital 
Pharmacists  expired  on  December  31, 
1975.  Many  hospital  pharmacists  in 
Northern  Ireland  had  taken  out  such 
insurance  cover  and  the  dissolution  of  the 
Guild  had  left  them  without  any  insurance 
cover.  The  Great  Britain  Society  had 
arranged  for  a  policy  to  be  made  avail- 
able for  hospital  pharmacists  there  and 
the  letter  asked  that  the  Northern  Ireland 
Society  should  make  similar  arrangements. 
It  was  agreed  that  an  approach  be  made 
to  the  Great  Britain  Society  with  a  view 
to  making  available  a  suitable  policy 
through  the  Northern  Ireland  Society. 

Mr  T.  Eakin,  president,  said  he  had  had 
the  pleasure  of  attending  a  meeting  of  the 
Lurgan,  Portadown  and  Armagh  District 
Branch,  held  in  the  Orchard  County  Hotel, 
Lurgan,  earlier  that  month.  There  had 
been  a  good  attendance  at  the  meeting, 
which    had    been    sponsored    by  Roche 


Products  Ltd,  and  he  hoped  that  further 
meetings  would  be  held  before  the  series 
of  postgraduate  lectures  commenced. 

Professor  D'Arcy  said  he  had  accepted 
the  suggestion  to  alter  the  weekend  course 
due  to  be  held  on  April  24-25.  The  lec- 
turer involved  had  agreed  to  a  change  in 
time  for  the  Saturday  lecture  which  would 
now  be  held  at  7.30  pm.  Board  and 
lodgings  would  be  available  at  the  univer- 
sity for  about  15  pharmacists  provided 
early  application  was  made. 

The  Council  agreed  to  a  postponement, 
until  April  22,  of  the  proposed  meeting 
between  members  of  the  Society  and  of 
the  Northern  Ireland  Faculty  of  the  Royal 
College  of  General  Practitioners ;  Dr  J.  R. 
McCluggage,  the  Faculty's  secretary,  had 
written  to  say  that  the  proposed  date  of 
the  meeting — January  15 — clashed  with 
another  Faculty  meeting.  Other  events 
noted  by  the  Council  included  Public 
Relations  Committee  meeting  February  5, 
Craigavon  study  day  on  drug  interaction 
February  8,  Council  meeting  February  19.

I  believe  that  the  pharmaceutical  Press 
has  been  fair  in  its  coverage  and  given 
equal  opportunity  for  all  to  make  their 
own  views  known.  After  all,  it  is  the 
correspondents  who  are  responsible  for 
the  letters.  It  must  be  up  to  each  one  of 
us  who  feels  strongly  about  a  particular 
matter  to  write  to  the  Press  about  it.  The 
Press  cannot  be  held  responsible  if  only 
the  few — even  if  they  are  connected  with 
ASTMS — bother  to  write  letters.  The 
letters  can  never  reflect  completely  what  is 
going  on  in  pharmacy;  they  can  only 
represent  a  particular  view — a  view  that 
some  pharmacists  wish  to  write  about.

It  is  rarely  that  I  find  myself  tending  to 
disagree  with  my  old  friend  Tim  Astill  on 
pharmaceutical  matters.  Few  people  have 
done  so  much  and  worked  so  tirelessly  for 
general  practice  pharmacy  and  many  of  us 
regard  him  as  the  "salt  of  the  earth". 
Nevertheless  1  think  that,  whilst  most 
pharmacists  will  agree  wholeheartedly  with 
aimost  all  of  his  recent  speech,  there  are 
two  points  he  may  have  misconstrued. 

First,  as  to  the  number  of  letters  pub- 
lished on  ASTMS  being  25  "for"  and  14 
"against",  did  it  not  occur  to  him  that  the 
simple  answer  could  well  be  that  this  was 
precisely  the  number  received.  No  one,  I 
am  sure,  knows  better  than  Mr  Astill  the 
appalling  apathy  among  pharmacists  in 
general,  so  that  the  number  who  bother 
to  write — and  even  more  tragic  bother  to 
voie — if  often  ludicrous  and  politically 
loaded  in  one  direction. 

As  regards  the  need  for  a  union,  surely 
the  fault  for  this  lies  fairly  and  squarely 
on  the  shoulders  of  NPU  officials  of  the 
past.  This  refers  not  to  the  setting  up  in 
1962  of  an  associate  section  of  the  NPU, 
which  made  it  quite  clear  that  such  asso- 
ciate members  were  to  be  regarded  as  far 
as  Mallinson  House  was  concerned  as  very 
second-rate  citizens,  but  to  the  very  gen- 
uine attempt  which  was  launched,  some- 
where about  1946-47  (somewhat  before  Mr 
Astill's  time,  so  he  can  be  forgiven  for 
probably  overlooking  it)  that  the  NPU 
should  be  extended  to  embrace  all  pharma- 
cists. What  an  opportunity  we  missed!  The 
initial  proposal  was  immediately  followed 
up  by  a  heavily  biased  broadside  from  the 
late  Mr  Mallinson  which  effectively  ended 
the  idea  before  it  ever  got  off  the  ground, 
with  a  wordy  invective  that  such  an  idea 
was  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the 
employers. 

Fighting  fund 

A  final  point — that  the  NPU  Executive 
is  considering  the  setting  up  of  a  fighting 
fund.  About  20  years  too  late,  but  better 
late  than  never! 

Some  15  to  20  years  ago  at  an  NPU 
area  meeting,  against  fierce  opposition 
from  the  platform.  West  Ham  chairman 
Frank  Stansfield  and  myself  forced  a  vote 
on  a  motion  demanding  the  setting  up  of 
a  "fighting  fund"  for  pharmacy,  put  for- 
ward by  the  West  Ham  Branch.  The 
motion  was  overwhelmingly  carried  but 
nothing  whatever  has  been  done — accord- 
ing to  our  calculations  for  a  comparatively 
small  contribution  per  chemist  contractor 
it  would  at  the  present  moment  have  stood 
somewhere  in  the  region  of  approaching 
a  quarter  of  a  million  pounds. 

Whilst  it  is  gratifying  to  see  that  the 
idea  has  finally  penetrated  !he  inner  sanc- 
tum of  Mallinson  House,  perhaps  Mr 
Astill  may  be  able  to  get  us  an  answer  to 
the  question  we  have  repeatedly  asked. 
"Why  was  the  overwhelming  vote  of  a 
meeting  ignored,  and  nothing  done''" 

In  the  meantime,  carry  on  the  good 
work.  Mr  Astill.  we'll  wake  somebody  up 
some  day.  but  bear  in  mind,  the  Rip  van 
Winkles  of  Bloomsbury  sleep  pretty 
soundly.

More  Letters  on  p146 
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All  wrong? 

The  ASTMS  view  on  the  decision  to 
formally  constitute  NAGPEP  (C&D,  Jan- 
uary 17)  spurred  me  to  write  to  express  my 
utter  disbelief  that  after  all  the  times  the 
aims  and  objectives  of  NAGPEP  have 
been  stated  in  the  pharmaceutical  Press, 
Mr  Stanley  Davison,  assistant  general 
secretary,  ASTMS,  had  still  '"got  it  all 
wrong".  He  welcomes  the  NAGPEP 
statement  as  a  clarification  of  the  situation. 
The  situation  has  always  been  quite  clear. 

NAGPEP  has  never  had  any  intention 
of  becoming  involved  in  conditions  of 
employment  for  employee  pharmacists  and 
has  stated  aims  and  objectives  which  have 
fully  supported  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
as  representative  of  all  pharmacists.  Is  this 
the  level  of  understanding  of  the  problems 
facing  pharmacy  we  can  expect  from  a 
leading  official  of  the  organisation  which 
claims  it  can  resolve  all  the  profession's 
problems? 

JBPA  and  NAGPEP 

Mr  Davison  assumes  that  Joint  Boots 
Pharmacists  Association  had  joined 
NAGPEP.  That  assumption  is  totally  in- 
correct. JBPA  delegate  committee  fully 
supports  NAGPEP's  aims  and  objectives. 
It  is  for  those  pharmacist  members  within 
JBPA  to  decide  individually  the  level  of 
support  NAGPEP  deserves. 

Taking  a  point  from  your  leading  article 
(January  24),  JBPA  fully  supports  the  view 
that  the  columns  of  the  pharmaceutical 
Press  must  remain  open  for  comment  for 
any  organisation  or  individual  on  any 
matter  of  concern. 

For  some  time,  the  only  views  raised  in 
opposition  to  the  ASTMS'  point  of  view 
were  those  from  employee  organisations, 
who  had  no  wish  to  be  part  of  a  State 
salaried  service  as  advocated  by  Mr  T.  C. 
Thomas,  secretary.  Socialist  Medical  Asso- 
ciation pharmacy  group  (C&D,  January 
I7).  It  is  reassuring  to  note  the  increasing 


alternative  points  of  view — especially  those 
of  the  independent  who,  through  his  own 
investment,  has  most  at  risk  if  ASTMS 
gains  sufficient  support  and  is  in  a  position 
to  promote  its  principle  of  nationalisation. 

JBPA  fully  supports  the  improvement  of 
the  status  quo — providing  a  full  compre- 
hensive pharmaceutical  service,  not  a 
limitation  of  employment  which  would 
inevitably  occur  should  the  ASTMS 
"dream"  become  reality.

'Mallinsonism'  rebutted 

I  read  with  interest  the  comments  made  by 
the  chairman  and  vice-chairman  of  the 
NPU  (C&D,  January  24)  and  found  them 
to  be  hardly  worth  reply.  On  reflection, 
however,  perhaps  Mr  Royce's  case  of 
"Malignant  Mallinsonism"  should  receive 
treatment  in  view  of  its  contagious  nature 
and  dire  prognosis.

Is  this  a 
measure  of  our  negotiators'  success?  It 
wouldn't  do  for  the  BMA,  Mr  Royce. 

The  "Reds  on  the  bed  theme"  I  shall 
ignore,  apart  from  saying  that  I  always 
thought  they  were  supposed  to  be  under 
the  bed.  I  suppose  they  have  moved  onto 
it  for  "the  rape  of  private  pharmacy". 
More  practicable  perhaps?  In  my  own 
case  the  only  livestock  under  my  bed  is  a 
colour-blind  peke.  (Like  master — like 
dog?) 

Two  final  points  Mr  Royce.  I  should 
not  be  too  proud  of  being  a  member  of  the 
JIC  if  I  were  you — it  is  the  cancer  of  the 
profession.  When  writing  letters  it  is 
courteous  to  address  people  correctly  and 
you  used  the  name  of  Mr  "Davidson"  four 
times  in  your  letter.  The  name  is 
"Davison".  Remember  it  Mr  Royce — you 
may  hear  more  of  it. 

As  regards  Mr  Sharpe's  efforts — was  it 
not  fortunate  that  ".  .  .  the  success  of 
ASTMS  on  behalf  of  hospital  pharma- 
cists was  a  case  of  being  in  the  right  place 
at  the  right  time  and  striking  gold"?

I  feel  that  I  must  write  to  correct  the 
statement  from  Mr  Davison  of  ASTMS. 
following  the  latest  news  from  NAGPEP 
iC&D,  January  1 7,  p60).  Mr  Davison 
thinks  that  JBPA  has  joined  NAGPEP. 
In  fact,  this  statement  is  not  correct. 
NAGPEP,  the  National  Association  of 
General  Practice  Employee  Pharmacists, 
and  JBPA,  the  Joint  Boots  Pharmacists 
Association,  are  two  separate  bodies 
although  JBPA  has  stated  that  it  supports 
NAGPEP  (C&D,  November  1,  1975,  p604). 

However,  all  general  practice  employee 
pharmacists  contemplating  ASTMS  should 
heed  the  statement  that  follows  from  Mr 
Davison  that  ASTMS  has  "no  interest  in 
the  professional  side".  NAGPEP  believes 
the  professional  aspects  of  pharmacy  to 
be  of  great  importance  and  feels  sure  that 
many  employee  pharmacists  in  general 
practice  will  support  us  in  this  opinion. 

I  note  also  the  report  (C&D,  January 
24.  plOO)  of  Mr  Sharpe's  address  to  the 
Western  Pharmacists  Association  and  his 
replies  to  suggestions  of  employee  repre- 
sentation on  Council.  He  highlighted  the 
problems  facing  employee  pharmacists  as 
members  of  Council,  but  I  must  point  out 
that  employee  pharmacists  can  offer  just 
as  much  to  the  Society  as  can  employer 
pharmacists — it  would  be  divisive  to  sug- 
gest otherwise.  I  must  remind  Mr  Sharpe, 
however,  of  Council's  acceptance  of  the 
ill-fated  EEC  Draft  Directive  V  which  had 
serious  implications  for  all  employee 
pharmacists.

I  was  most  interested  in  the  survey  on  how 
CP's  receive  their  information  on  new 
drugs,  and  this  interest  was  intensified  by 
the  comments  of  the  leading  article  in  your 
edition  of  January  17. 

When  I  qualified  not  long  after  the  war, 
it  appeared  to  be  completely  standard  pro- 
cedure that  when  a  medical  representative 
visited  the  local  GP,  he  called  also  at  the 
pharmacy  dealing  with  the  prescriptions 
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lossibly  accruing.  That  pattern  predomi- 
ated  for  quite  a  number  of  years,  but 
vithin — in  my  experience —  the  past  five 
r  six  years,  the  visit  to  the  pharmacist  has 
lepended  on  the  representative's  lime 
chedule,  his  inclination,  or  his  opinion  of 
ne  importance  of  the  pharmacist.  This,  I 
nust  stress  does  not  apply  to  all  manu- 
acturers,  but  without  shadow  of  doubt,  I 
vould  put  the  proportion  of  non- 
iharmacy-calling  representatives  at  25  pc. 

It  is  imperative  that  when  a  medical 
epresentative  visits  a  GP  he  also  extends 
his  courtesy  to  the  pharmacist  who,  after 
ill,  is  qualified  to  appreciate  and  evaluate 
lew  products — given  time.  Most  frustrating 
all  is  when  within  15  minutes  of  a 
epresentative's  call  on  a  doctor  a  prescrip- 
ion  is  received  for  a  previously-unstocked 
^reparation,  followed  by  a  further  call  for 
he  same  drug  three  hours  later.  Fortu- 
ately  our  wholesalers  give  excellent  ser- 
ice,  and  supplies  can  be  obtained  within 
16  hours. 

A  "top  of  ethical  pops"  list  is  surely  a 
nust  for  the  future.  However,  I  recently 
eceived  on  the  same  day  three  FPlO's  for 
apsules  which  were  top  of  the  charts  some 
even  years  ago.  Now  they  have  been 
'irtually  reintroduced  in  identical  form — 
ut  I  had  just  destroyed  almost  the  re- 
uired  number!  Have  any  other  pharma- 
ists  had  similar  experiences'?  Incidentally, 
never  refuse  to  interview  a  representative 
xcept  after  mid-day  on  early  closing  day.

Westons  board  agrees 
to  bid  by  Dixons 

Dixons  Photographic  have  secured  control 
of  Westons  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd,  having 
emerged  as  the  bidder  for  the  London  & 
County  Securities  holding  in  Westons  re- 
ferred to  by  the  L&C  receiver  (last  week, 
pi  16).  Mr  Ralph  Weston,  MPS,  chairman 
and  chief  executive  of  Westons,  is  to  be 
invited  to  join  the  Dixons  board. 

In  a  statement  issued  on  Tuesday, 
Westons  directors  say  that  Dixons  intend 
to  continue  the  development  of  Westons' 
business  along  the  lines  of  their  present 
management  plans  and  have  given  satis- 
factory assurances  that  continuity  of 
employment  and  interests  of  the  manage- 
ment and  staff  at  all  levels  of  Westons  will 
be  fully  protected. 

The  directors  of  Westons,  who  are  being 
advised  by  N.  M.  Rothschilds  and  Sons 
Ltd,  consider  Dixons'  offer  for  the  whole 
of  Westons  issued  capital  to  be  fair  and 
reasonable  and  will  be  recommending 
shareholders  to  accept  the  offer  in  a  circu- 
lar to  be  posted  shortly. 

Dixons  operate  150  shops  in  Britain  and 
have  another  50  overseas.  The  aim  even- 
tually, a  spokesman  told  C&D,  is  to  open 
larger  shops  and  High  Street  stores  and 
to  put  some  of  the  existing  Dixons'  mer- 
chandise into  Westons  shops.  There  will 
be  immediate  benefits  from  cuts  in  over- 
heads, however,  including  the  companies' 
distribution  and  the  use  by  Westons  of 
the  Dixons  photo-processing  facilities. 

Macarthys'  sales  up 
by  one  third 

Sales  by  Macarthys  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd 
in  the  six  months  ended  October  31,  1975, 
at  £28. 66m,  were  32  per  cent  higher  than 
the  same  period  in  1974,  according  to  the 
company's  interim  statement  issued  on 
Tuesday. 

Pretax  profits  rose  from  £737,000  to 
£1,224.000,    which,    after    an  unchanged 


£14,000  preference  dividend  and  minority 
interests,  and  £637,000  tax  (£383,000), 
yielded  £573,000  for  distribution  to  ordi- 
nary shareholders  (£340,000). 

According  to  the  statement  the  sales 
increase  enables  the  company  to  absorb 
higher  operating  costs  caused  by  inflation; 
a  rise  in  overheads  in  the  second  six 
months  is  expected,  particularly  in  the  area 
of  public  services  such  as  electricity,  tele- 
phones, etc.  However,  the  current  sales 
volume  should  be  sufficient  to  allow  for  a 
satisfactory  outcome  for  the  full  year.  An 
interim  dividend  of  lp  per  ordinary  share 
is  to  be  paid,  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the 
disparity  between  interim  and  final. 

Second  4  per  cent  interim 
rebate  from  Unichem 

The  board  of  Unichem  has  approved  pay- 
ment of  a  second  interim  rebate  of  4  per 
cent  to  members.  It  will  be  payable  during 
the  third  week  of  March  under  the  new 
system  of  three  instead  of  two  payments  a 
year.  The  first  interim,  paid  in  October 
1975,  also  amounted  to  4  per  cent  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  the  final  basic  rebate 
will  be  5  per  cent  for  the  year  as  a  whole. 
The  new  arrangement  is  designed  to  ease 
members'  cash-flow  problems.

Spices  tending  to  firm 

London,  January  27:  After  drifting  lower 
during  the  past  few  months  the  prices  of 
a  number  of  important  spices  are  begin- 
ning to  firm  up.  Notable  examples  are 
pepper  and  cardamoms.  Among  the 
varied  sources  of  ginger  and  differing 
grades  of  West  Indian  nutmeg  some 
quotations  were  moved  up  while  others 
went  down.  Elsewhere  in  this  sector 
cinnamon  bark  appeared  to  be  the  only 
item  to  ease  during  the  week.  Among 
aromatic  seeds  the  failure  of  the  corian- 
der crop  in  Morocco  has  lifted  the  ship- 
ment values  considerably. 

Among  crude  drugs,  dandelion  root 
was  unobtainable  on  the  spot  and  ship- 
ment was  nominal.  Where  price  changes 
occurred  they  were  mainly  in  a  down- 
ward direction  and  included  Peru  balsam, 
buchu,  cascara,  hydrastis,  quillaia,  senega 
and  menthol.  Dearer  were  lemon  peel 
and  witchhazel  leaves. 

A  number  of  essential  oils  were  un- 
obtainable on  the  spot.  Ceylon  cinnamon 
leaf  offers  were  withdrawn  but  shipment 
was  quoted  at  level  showing  a  rise  of 
£0-40  kg  over  last  week's  spot  value. 
Palmarosa  was  in  a  similar  position. 
jPetitgrain  was  dearer  while  anise  and 
[peppermint  were  easier. 

From  February  1,  calcium  carbonate 
and  heavy  magnesium  carbonate  are 
being  increased  by  at  least  one  source.
